Claims 1-24 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being clearly anticipated by 
Schneck et al. Note "image forming apparatus" (lines 46-48 in column 7) with 
"checking (see elements si 202, si 204 & si 21 2 of figure 12,) quality of an image to be 
formed" (intensity accuracy, fidelity and/or resolution i.e. quality is check, see lines 1-14 
in column 43 and 4-16 in column 44). 

Applicant's arguments filed 12-9-02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Regarding applicant's agruement that Schneck does not teach check 
means for checking quality, access controller checks rules to control access which 
include size, resolution and intensity, i.e. quality. See abstract and lines 4-12 in column 
44.
